I wear bloomer* con­ 
tinually indoors, b u t when traveling 
or on th e street have over them a 
loose skirt. 
I do this *o as not to 
shock you men and not to attra c t too 
much atten tion to myself, because I 
do not seek notoriety. 
W hat I w ant 
to do Is to buy a large farm or tra c t of 
and and form a colony In which men 
shall have no part. 
Only females who 
will 
bind 
themselves to a life of 
celibacy while m em bers of th e com ­ 
m unity and to wear bloomers for life, 
are to be eligible. 
They will work 
th e farm in all of Its details, plant 
and harvest the crops, dispose of them 
in m ark et and ta k e care of th e stock. 
We shall live in a large, commodi­ 
ous farm house, for which I am having 
plans prepared. 
T here will be every 
convenience of modern life. 
I shall 
give my personal supervision to th e 
establishm ent. 
Members, 
forever, 
will elect officers twice a year to con­ 
duct it. 
T here will be an auditing 
board to look after im provements of 
the property, and a governing board. 
I t shall he the duty of tile chair­ 
man of th e latter to report all infrac­ 
tions of rules by members. T here will 
be two judges chosen. 
One will have 
powers similar to a police magistrate: 
the other will have a position anala­ 
gous to our general term . 
Those ac­ 
cused of infractions of th e rules will be 
tried by a jury of five, and if not satis­ 
fied w ith the judgm ents of the lower 
courts, they can appeal to me. 
I will 
sit as a court of last resort. 
T here will be no Imprisonment; all 
punishm ents will consist of 
w ith­ 
drawal of privileges for a certain 
length of time. 
If we should g i t Into 
our fold u n d e s i r a b l e women who flirt 
or gad about with men when they go 
to m ark et or on oilier occasions, they 
will, after suitable warning, be ex­ 
pelled. 
All females of good character 
between th e ages of 15 and 35 years are 
eligible for membership. 
“ Each member shall h ave* share In 
the profits after th e expenses for board 
and clothing have been deducted. T he 
remainder will go into a general fund 
for b etterm en t and th e purchase of ad­ 
joining lands, lf It Is deemed necessary 
and th e community grows as rapidly as 
I think It will. 
“ Any member will, a fter three years 
,n th e community, be eligible to re­ 
tire, taking with her th e am ount of in­ 
itiation fee. if one has been charged, 
and seven-eighfjs of her share of th e 
earnings, the other eighth to go into 
the general fund. 
‘My great object is to educate and 
to tu rn o u t new women, as th e news­ 
paper men term them-
